Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—[Special.]} 
There ie evidence that President WII- 
son ig getting ready for the bombard-

ade, and seizure of mails policies, all 
lof which are daily injuring American 
citizens. Democratic senators tonight 
asserted that the president is prepared 
to use ube retaliatory legislation passed 
by congress just before it adjourned. 

Secretary of State Lansing hag ad- 
mitted inquiring of London concerning 
statements recently made in parlia- 
ment by Lloyd-George, minister of wa 
in the British cabinet, to the effect that 
trade secrets gained by the censor are 
passed along to the proper departments 
for their uses, 


Party Advisers Aroused. 

While the presiuent prooably is not of a 
mind to use the weapons placed in his 
hands, many of his advisers in the Dem- 
cratic party want him to do something 
nore than to threaten to use them. For 
number of weeks before congress ad- 
‘ourned the president had difficulty in re- 
training Democratic senators from at-

-owards the allies.

A Wisconsin manufacturer who has 
been for years exporting a large volume 
of his product to a Scandinavian coun- 
try has been unable to get his goods 
to destination since shortly. after the 
vutbreak of the war. In his case the 
allles did not wait for the British 
blacklist but put the screws on within 
sixty daya...His business is virtually 
-rulned, and he is in receipt of informa- 
tion which convinces him that a British 
firm 4s now supplying goods on the 
contract he holds. which antedates the 
war by a considerable period. 4 

The Oliver Plow company of South 
Bend, Ind., has even had its iness 
with South America interrupted because 
of the blacklisting of its New York for- 
warding agent, through whom it has 
dealt for twenty-four years. 


American Firms in Terror. 

The reign of terror under which many 
American firms now exist because of 
the ruthless exactions of the blacklist, 
in the opinion of officials, furn!shes al- 
most conclusive evidence that the black - 
list was not even intended primarily as 
a war measure, but merely as a club by 
which the allles hope to insure their 
commercial supremacy after the war, 
with Great Britain the aggressor at 
every turn.

S to the advisability of closing 
the schools in the presence of an 
epidemie of an ordinary infec- 
tious disease, all well informed 
health authorities are agreed. If 


it is an epidemic of smalipox the schools 


must be kept open. The morning roll 
jcall is an excellent machine for keep- 
ing track of sickness, Jncluding small- 
pox, in children. The gossip of the 
schoolroom and playground furnishes 
cles to hidden cases. The pupils are 
best vaccinated at school. When vace 
cinated they are immune to amalipoxz. «+ 
It is just as well established that in 
the presence of epidemics of scarlet 
fe and diphtheria it is advisable to 
k the schools open. As to the proper 
procedure in the presence of measles 
there is some disagreement among au- 
thorities. Some hold that the closing 
of the schools at the beginning of an 
epidemic ts helpful. All agree that 
after an epidemic of measies has been 
well established closing the schools does 
harm rather than good. 
When it comes to infantile 


the opposite policy is wise’ The au- 
thorities in New York have decided not 
to open the schools until later in the 
season. is is good judgment for the 
following reasons: We know very little 
about the way in which infantile paral- 
ysis is spread. It will be noted that the 
precautions advised include keeping 
eway from cases, contacts, carriers, 
and people generally [on the theory of 
spreading by contact], screening against . 
files [theory of insect carriers], sprink- 
ling the streets and grounds [theory of

The reason they make these shotgun 
recommendations is because they do 
not know definitely what spreads the 
disease, nor even approximately what 
to do to prevent spreading. Under these 
chroumstances, in the face of an epi- 
demic of infantile paralysis, all avoid- 
able assemblages of people, and espe- 
cially children, should be avoided. The 
Schools should not be opened until the 
epidemio is very definitely approaching 
its end. 

The drawback to giving this advice ts 
that many communities to which it 
does not apply will apply ft to them- 
selves. Though it te good advice for 
New York, it is poor advice for Chi- 
cago. The Chicago schools should be

Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 10.—[Special.] 
—With a determination to pass the fed- 
eral Suffrage amendment with the fund 
of nearly a million dollars raised in 
the convention on Friday the suffragists 
closed their annual convention today 
with a jubilation meeting. There will 
be a meeting of the national board in 
a few days in New York to arrange 
minute details of the nation-wide cam- 
paign. . 

Chairmen of committees will be ap- 
pointed and auxiliary aids tqsthe board 
will be selected from tho suffrage camps 
of many states to assist in the work for 
the federdl amendment. The question 
of removing the headquarters to Wash- 
ington will be determined. 


Next Convention in West. 

A place for the next convention, which 
is to be held shortly after inauguration 
in March, will be selected. It is almost 
certain the meeting will go to the mid- 
dle west or southwest. Chicago, De- 
troit, St. Loujs, Omaha, and Little Rock 
are being considered. If there is a state 
campaign in Arkansas, the latter city 
likely will get the convention. 

More than $100,000 will be spent di- 
rectly by the national board in the 
work for the federal amendment. It is 
believed $400,000 more will be spent in 
the states in furthering the cause of 
the amendment. 

The rest of the fund is to be devoted 
to the state campaigns and ordinary 
expenses of state headquarters. Other 
funds already raised are being used in 
the state campaigns In West Virginia 
and South Dakota, where elections 
occur in November. 

Opportunity Has Been Grasped. 

We are happy that we have recog- 
nized our crisis when it came,” said 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, national 
president, in adjourning the convention. 
We are going away with a determina- 
tion to seek the opportunity which that 
crisis offers. 

We all see victory just a little ahead.

MAX. SILVER IN MONTREAL? 


Another private bank will fall under 
the scrutiny of the state’s attorney's 
office today. 

“With the assistance of data on forty- 
seven private banks wrecked in Chi- 
cago since 1911, State's Attorney 
Hoyne's “ private bank squad yester- 
day prepared to renew the search for 
evidence of insolvency on the part of 
banks in foreign districts. 

The investigation, which will center 
on a bank the name of which is held 
secret, will be headed by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Frank Johnston Jr., 
who directed the investigation of the 
first of the list of banks on Saturday. 


i Look for Silver. . 
While plans for a general overhauling 
of the private banks of Chicago were 
under way the search for Max Silver, 
embezsier of $85,000 from the banks of 
Adoiph Silver & Co., was being prose- 
cuted. There was a report that Silver 
has been apprehended in Montreal, but 
this was not highly credited. 

The state's attorney's office is pro- 
ceeding under the statutes that provide 
for investigation where there is evi- 
dence of violation of the law. Mr. 
Hoyne has decided that the wrecking of 
forty-seven private banks since 1011 of- 
fers ground for investigation. In addi- 
tion, it is hinted from the state's attor- 
ney’s office that evidence of a character 
to invite investigation has been obtained. 
in many cases of private bankers. 


Moves by Statute. 

“The state's attorney's. office is not 
arrogating to itself any authority,” said 
Mr. Johnston at night. “ We are pro- 
ceeding under a statute. It is the busi- 
ness of the public prosecutor to investi- 
gate where there is evidence or a strong 
probebility of a crime, In the case we 
investigated Saturday there was such 
evidence. The banker was conducting a 
banking buginess' under a corporate 
charter. He promised to discontinue 
that. a ' 

„We are going to go right ahead with 
ali the other banks as rapidly as there 
is evidence to sustain an investigation. 
We may not be able to make an exam- 
ination every day. But where there is 
final proof of the inability of a bank 
to meet all obligations there will be 
prosecution. | 

“The object of the state’s attorney's 

office is simply to protect the deposit- 
ors in foreign communities, where the 
word ‘bank’ over a door meané a safe 
place to leave their money. We are go- 
ing te try to make places of deposit 
safe. 
“Not all of the private banks. will 
be examined. In some cases we will 
request the bankers themselves to bring 
in their books, instead of sending de- 
tectives to the institutions.” 

Investigation of the failure of the 
private banks of Adolph Silver & Co. 
will be begun this morning by the 
September grand jury.

This time it is the eye of Chief Deputy 
William F. Cluett of the city’s weights 
and measures department. Mr. Cluett 
just has returned from his vacation. 
When he learned that the aldermen, the 
state's attorney's office, and the United 
States district. attorney's office were 
watching the bakers for violations of the 
anti-trust laws he got busy at once, He 
arranged to have a force of inspectors 
scatter over the city today and test the 
weights of loaves. ! 


Advice to Consumers, 

The admission of one Chicago baker 
that his concern has already reduced the 
weight of its 5 cent loaf and the intima- 
tion of others that they propose to follow 
thig lead led Mr. Cluett to offer this ad- 


“The bakers admit that they are 
scaling down the weight of their 
joa ves,“ said Mr. Cluett. “ Whenever 
they allow it to drop below the mini- 
mum fixed by the city bread ordinance 
they are subject to prosecution. I will 
have inspectors out to check up on this 
matter the first thing in the morning.” 

The ecfty ordinances require that 
bread should be labeled according to the 
weight of each loaf. 

If the label reads “‘ me-half pound,” 
the bread should weigh between 8 and 
12 ounces; if it reade “ three-quarters 
pound.“ the loaf (the present standard 
5 cent size) should weigh from 12 to 16 
ounces; when the label reads one 
pound,“ the loaf should weigh between 
16 and 82 ounces; when ft reads two 
pounds the loaf should weigh between 
32 and 48 ounces, and in the same ratio 
up to a “six pound label. 

A pound under the city ordinances 
16 ounces, and not 12. : 

Close to 12 Ounce Limit. 

“tT have heard,” said Mr. Cluett, 

“that some bakers are skirting very 
close to the edge of the 12 ounce limit 
on the three-quarter pound loaf. House- 
wives who have been buying this size 
loaf for 5 cents can determine exactly 
if the 10 cent loaf is twice as much by 
weighing it.“ 
There ia no provision in the ordinance 
for the labeling of a loaf weighing be- 
tween 24 and 32 ounces, the proposed. 10 
cent size, and the question of the legal- 
ity of putting out such a loaf may be 
taken up by the city legal department 
today. N 

According to the rumors which have 
reached the Chief deputy of the weights 
and meaeures department, few bakers 
intend to put out a loaf exactly twice 
the size of the present 5 cent standard. 
Instead, a loaf labeled “1 pound” and 
weighing between 16 and 24 ounces 
probably will be offered for 10 cents. 
This would, in effeot, be an increase of 
1% cents a loaf. The housewife 
buys such a loaf at 10 cents wiil 
she is paying 6% cents for the same 
amount of bread she formerly bought 
for 5 cents. 

City Inquiry 

Ald. Nance and other members of the 
council will plan à resolution today to be 
presented at the next council megting 
asking that the efficiency staff of the 
finance committee conduct a municipel 
inquiry into bread costs.
